It is an| 
obvious «measure of precaution to} 
reduce the commitments of the de-| 
fence and police forces and to enable 
the community as a whole to con- 
centrate on the task of preserving 
the Settlement in the dificult con- 
itions created by the upheaval. For 
that taske no able-bodied British. man 
is unftted to give assistance.

Nanking Accuses Japanese of Sheltering Behind Others: 


Responsibility for 


Nanking, Aug. 19, 
‘The Chinese military’ authorities 
to-day requested all “foreign war!

Shanghal to miove to a distance of at 
Yeast five nautical miles away from 
any Japanese warships, filing which 
the Chinese military authorities would 
request the Powers concerned to make 
Japanese warships move away from 
foreign warships and merchant 
«vessels t6 a similar distance. 

Tg nelther request is complied with 
viithin twelve” hours the  Chinese| 
Government, it 1s declared, will not 
assume any responsibility’ for any’ 
damage caused to the war craft or 
‘merchant ships of third countries 
during engagements of the Chinese 
alr foree, or any other forces, with 
Japanese ‘warships. 

Since the outbreak of hostilities at 
Shanghal, it s explained, Japanese 
warships operating there have often 
sought shelter from Chinese artillery 
ira and aerial bombardment by 
taking up positions in'close proximi= 
ty to warships and merchant vessels 
of third countries.

SHANGHAPS TRIUMPH 

Aug. 19. 
One of the most interesting features 
Jot the present crisis is the manner in 
Jwhich the essential services of this! 
Jereat city are carried on under the 
most trying circumstances, and in this| 
respect the sixth city in the world has 
Jnothing whatever to be ashamed of. 
Hit may be argued that any commun- 
ity in China, at one time or other of 
{ts history, ‘has had crises to face 
Jand has generally met them not only 
Jwith fortitude but with an adroltness| 
Jwhich is amazing when looked back 
jupon. A week ago, while Shanghai 
realized there were troublous times| 
ahead, very few foresaw the poten-

Jdeveloped with a rapidity which has| 
Jnot been so prominent a feature on 
past occasions. Past experience} 
Jereatly assisted in meeting the switt|

perfect, the situation has been met| 
jin a most workmanlike manner by 
people who have been labouring un- 
Jconscionable hours, getting irregular 
Jmeats, and sometimes none at all.

One of the most im- 
pressive sights in connection with the 
bombing tragedies of Saturday last 
Jwas the manner in which bystanders 
‘and spectators immediately went. to} 
the assistance of the wounded, 
|Thoughts of self and selt-preservation 
|went by the wind. ‘The only thought 
jwas to help. Some of that ald may, 
have’ been very amatourish, but 
Jevery one who assisted may be 
fhappy in the knowledge of the very 
real truth ‘that the fact that 
they were being helped gave comfort 
jto the injured. The psychological 
effect of their efforts, no matter how 
junavailing they might ultimately 
prove to be, brought solace to the| 
stricken. Loneliness is one of the 
tragedies of the vale of suffering 
Jwhich can be mitigated, and it was 
jin many cases on Saturday. 

If that can be written of the people, 
[who out of their charity went to the 
assistance of their fellows, what can 
be said of the doctors, nurses and 
hospital staffs of Shanghai who so 
nobly rose to the occasion?

[spiritual immensity of which is en- 
hanced by the pride which all must 
feel in the self-sacrifleing work which 
has been done during this past week. 
Tt speaks volumes for the native 
recognition of man's duty to man, of 
self-discipline and the very highest 
deals of service. There are those: 
in such undertakings as the gas 
works, waterworks, power stations, 
Jand other essential services, perhaps 
Jnot usually incorporated in the term 
“public utilities" who are quietly 
standing by their jobs, working 
junder great dimculty but with that 
same loyalty to duty.

rarrisons, should be fully competent 
to assist in maintaining law and 
lorder. ‘That condition is of course 
vital ‘to the success desired in per- 
Jsuading Shanghai generally to re- 
Jcover such normal activities as may 
mitigate the economle disruption now 
prevailing.

foreign vessels. ‘There is logic in 
this argument, but unfortunately it 
does not dispose of the basic fact 
‘that the forelgn warships are wher 
they are to protect the lives and| 
property, of thelr nationals in a 
aituation’ which has been none of| 
thelr creation. In so far as the, 
Chinese authorities desife to establish 
‘themselves in a legally correct posl- 
tlon, thoy will not fail to note that 
‘the’ British Government insists on. 
indemnities for damage done by 
tlther side to property owned by its 
nationals, ‘There will be no disposi- 
tion to doubt the sincerity of the! 
Chinese view, but it cannot be given 
ractieal effect without a manifest 
Aisrogard of the obligations which’ 
the foreign Governments have con- 
sistently assumed and, by all appear- 
fanees, fitend to honour. This plain 
statement of fact seoms to traverse

before them consequently is how to

‘the week-end, ‘That is not surprisin 
for no-one in hissenses could imagine 
that the Government or its aviators 
deliberately designed to inflict such. 
ihastly havoe ‘on thelr own people, 
eaving foreigners out of account tor 
the moment. ‘This does not imply a 
nek of appreciation of the dilemma 
polsed by the disposition of the Jap- 
‘nese warships, Tt merely stresses 
the obvious fact that even the most 
ruthless regard for strategie con-| 
siderations has on occeasions to be 
smpered with a practical assessment 
fof the balance of practleal advan- 
tages, Is it concelvable that a 
Chinese alr-rald on a Japanese wa 
ship could achfeve a strategic result 
which would outwelgh the _ con- 
sequences of such a blow to the sense 
‘of humanity as mighf accrue from| 
‘another tragle misdirection of alm 
Suecessive statements by both com- 
batants in this war which is not a 
‘war have given no colour to the view 
that either of them wishes to damage 
neutral interests, but It ceems un- 
fortunate that some practical measure 
cannot be devised to, give precise!

countenance the shifting of the 
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burden of responsibility from the two

Indifference to the possibilities of 
further attacks on the Settlement 
Jeannot be condoned by _splitting| 
fhairs. That is. why, despite the 
failure of previous “peace talks” and 
attempts at local adjustments, the 
serlous attention of the Governments 
fof the world is focussed on Japan’ 
attitude to the proposal that Shanghs 
should be isolated under a guarantee 
fby British and foreign contingents 
for the preservation of peace and 
jorder in the neutral zone. ‘That pro- 
posal appears to have the support of 
Jatt the powers interested. China is 
stated on responsible authority to be 
Inclined to favour it, but may defer 
[her decision until word comes from 
Tokyo. Japan has now a golden 
Jopportunity to prove her sense of 
reason, She has not a good world 
press by virtue of the manifest im- 
plications of her aggression in North 
[China and her actions which have in- 
lvolved Shanghai in the present 
tragedy, If sho {s inclined to further 
Jobduracy she will undo much of the| 
|good which her local representatives 
have accomplished by thelr efforts to 
Jstave off the consequences of her| 
major polley, She will earn a re- 
Jputation which can do her material 
‘and moral damage almost beyond 
repair. Tt cannot be thought that 
she is impervious to conviction ot 
persuasion on this point, Her local 
Jeommanders have humanely given 
{facllties for the passage of ships con- 
taining Chinese refugees—a measure 
|which greatly contributes to the easing. 
fot the situation. ‘They and the Chi- 
Inese forces have not turned @ deat 
jear to representations impelling them 
to respect the evacuation of foreign 
nationals, Can she not complete this| 
polley of beneficence by joining with 
China in the non-controversial en- 
terprise of allowing neutral forces to 
safeguard general interests in the Tn- 
ternational Settlement, French Con- 
Jeession and Shanghai os a whole? 
She would be then relieved of the 
stigma of having permitted her armed 
forees to shelter themselves behind 
the helpless bodies of civilians most of 
‘whom have no concern in the main 
Jquarrel between her and China. 
Without desiring to use harsh 
Tanguoge It is really impossible to 
Javold the comment that if Tokyo. 
[falters in thus listening to the voice 
‘of humanity the charge which Japan 
‘wil ultimately have to answer at the 
bar of world opinion may be 
crshingly destructive of her national 
prestige and reputation. 
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‘With the evacuation of over 3,000) 
British subjects from Shanghal the 
British community here is shrunken 
fn numbers. The ‘addition of over 
2,000 male entrants for the reinforce- 
ment of the defence forces actually 
strengthens the community, for al- 
though it numbers 1,000 less on

‘ond children and the exclusively. 
masculine and able-bodied character 
‘of the newcomers gives obvious 
solidarity at a time such as this. 
No. sensible observer can take 
stock of the situation without 
bringing into account the potentialities 
of this conflict. Wholesale destruc 
tion has been at work in Shanghai, The 
International Settlement {tself has 
suffered heavily. Although—with re- 
servations which unfortunately derive 
from stubborn notions of prestige—| 
both parties to the conflict are anxious 
to avold doing further damage to the 
Settlement, realizing as they must do 
the incalculable harm done to thelr 
respective reputations by the ghastly 
hhavoe of last week, it is impossible| 
entirely to ignore the powerfulness 
‘of modern weapons of destruction 
‘and the limitations imposed on thelr 
accurate control. Friends of Japan 
will deeply regret the blindness of 
her military leaders to the implica~ 
tions of actions which, contrary, of 
course, to Japanese traditions, appear 
to expose civilians to the invidious 
position of being an involuntary. 
shield to aggression. ‘This immeasur- 
ably complicates the task of the 
[Chinese forces who, under instruc- 
tions of their Government, appear to 
Ihave received direct’ orders to make 
jevery possible effort to avold further 
damage to the International Settle- 
iment. In this matter the British 
[Government has shown its readiness 
to relieve the Settlement and at the 
same time to give the Japanese 
Jasturance regarding the protection of 
their nationals. ‘The scheme for the 
jassumption by neutral forces of 
responsibility for maintaining law 
Jand order in Hongkew and Yangtze- 
}p00 so as to facilitate the removal of 
Japanese warships from thelr moor- 
ings in the heart of the Settlement is 
in itself an earnest sign of good in- 
tentions toward both China and Japan. 
[China will recognize that its adop- 
tion would involve positive foreign 
faction in defence of Shanghal and 
Japan surely must percelve that 
rejection of it by her would conviet 
her of a monstrous indifference to the 
Jdletates of humanity. and common- 
sense.

‘Shanghai and the British in parti- 
cular welcome the assurance that in 
the stage-by-stage evacuation of 
civilians “general evacuation snot 
contemplated”, to use the oficial 
jwords, Foreign interests in Shanghal 
‘are not comprised merely in the 
vested property of lirge firms, im- 
mensely important though they are. 
‘Staggering as have been the blows| 
Inflieted on those firms it will not 
‘be pretended that their resources are. 
jinadequate to bear the strain, always 
assuming that a steadfastness inherent 
in Shanghal's tradition is maintained. 
Paradoxically it is perhaps to the 
“small man” thet the Settlement 
jlooks for basie support. He it is who 
Is bound to stand by the place where 
hhe has acquired his livelihood and to 
which he has individually made a 
contribution of definite cumulative 
significance, He Invokes the memories 
‘of his ancestors who, through the 
‘centuries. have been pioneers in com- 








‘merce and trade. For him stout and 
stubborn loyalty to the Settlement is 
‘the cardinal point of polley. Even 
that does not fully cover his stand. 
In building up the Settlement foreign 
effort hes been well reinforced. by. 
Chinese enterprise and Chinese 
citizenship. ‘This trouble, it anything, 
fhas brought Forelgner and Chinese 
closer together. A loyalty to each 
other transcending the material and, 
in thelr way, vital considerations of 
‘economic and commercial integrity is 
well-entrenched. ‘The situation, in 
the eyes of all Shanghallanders, 
demands firm co-operation with Chi 
nese citizens in maintaining Shang- 
hhai's commonalty, ‘The admirable man- 
ner in which the Shanghal Municipal 
‘Council is devoting itself to that end 
consequently provides splendid 
tonie and must greatly assist tho 
efforts of the defence forces. 

Faced with what is unquestionably 
the gravest erisis in its modern his- 
tory, “Shanghal cannot indulge in 
unreasoning optimism. It has to 
accept the fact that, even if the crisis 
were to be suddenly and magically 
solved to-day. there would be months 
of effort required for preparing the’ 
return to normality. Optimism {s not 
‘of one kind alone, ‘The spirit which 
‘says “hang on," “carry on” and “press 
on” is the most powerful solvent of 
perplexities, During the last week 
countless examples of that spirit have 
been offered by individuals and 
organizations here. It is far better 
buttressed than it was in the early 
stage of this travall. The defence 
forces have been increased and them- 
selves provide a sure shield behind| 
which the moral and mental resistance: 
to aggression can be effectively 
developed. Moreover the improvised 
instruments of repair, reinforcement, 
remedy and reconstruction are being 
sharpened and prove thelr effeacy in 
ministering to the material needs of| 
the community as well as inspiring 
As efforts to conquer dimeulty, This! 
progress in defying disaster is 
cemented by the loyalties of For- 
elgners and Chinese to the eivie polity 
‘which thelr business and social co- 
‘operation has evolved. Shanghal re- 
members that never yet has it failed 
to counter the threats to Its corporate 
Ufe and, vividly poignant as Is the 
pleture of its presently shattered con- 
aition, it still holds to the loyalti 
which’ recall that from every set- 
‘back it has invariably. arisen. stronger 
‘and more vigorous than before. What

BRITAIN AND ITALY 
Aug. 24. 

Signor Mussolini's specch at 
Palermo was obviously intended to 
further better understanding between 
Great Britain and Italy, in accordance 
with the spirit of the’ famous inter 
change of letters for which he and 
‘Mr. Neville Chamberlain made them- 
selves responsible. It 1s to, be hoped, 
however, that the Italian Prime 
‘Minister’ was less superficial than the 
telegraphed summary suggests in 
Jattempting to define causes of differ- 
fence. ‘The notion that British public 
opinion “bases itself on the crude| 
Insular prejudices of a Toole farce 
can hardly be seriously entertained. 
If Signor Mussolini could find that} 
French policy toward Great Britain 
were coloured by a conception of the| 
oud-checked roast-beet-cating Dover 
Calais bounder, that Whitehall dos 
‘with German issues in the belief that 
Jmost of the inhabitants of the 
Fatherland are brass-band_ players, 
fhe might have some ground for his 
reference to “the obsolete and 
superficial notion of picturesque 
Italy.” Even if there were a time| 
when London saw Rome through 
‘the pleasant Bohemla of Soho tt 
should be remembered that, for! 
many years, a strong British’ com-| 
munity in Florence has maintained 
‘2 valuable cultural Uaison between| 
the two countries. The memories 
Jot the Garibaldi period are by no 
means dead in England, As for 
jmodern Italy ardent young England 
knows, well the prowess of Italians: 
jin the alr and on the motoring track 
fond is in no danger of Imagining 
that the brilliant artistry of Tallon 
opera-singers at Covent Garden ex-| 
Jnausts the tale of Fasclst Ttaly's 
Jcapacity. Signor Mussolint has 
hhapplly assured the world that he: 
Jdoes not claim for his anti-Com- 
munist policy the right to interfere 
in -the internal affairs: of other 
nations. ‘He recognizes that Tialy 
may be on good terms with a Great 
Britain which does not lean elther 
to the right or to the left. ‘That 
being so, it would seem that few 











‘substantial obstacles stand in the 
‘way of an Anglo-ftalian entente. 
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Not that acute differences in -out- 
ook cannot be discerned. A vivid 
jexample is forthcoming in Signor 
[Mussolint's reiteration of his di 
pproval of the League of Nations 
Jand his ‘consequent depreciation of 
‘the support given to that institution 
by France and Great Britain, Some 
may envy the agility of the Dicta- 
{torial mind, In 1932 Italy, asa 
member of that League, took part 
{in endorsing the Lytton Commission's 
findings on the Manchurlan_ issue, 
‘The breakdown of. the League, 
Glrectly traced through the ineffect- 
iveness of restraint on Japan at 
‘that time and the — subsequent 
factions of Italy herself in Abyssinia, 
hhas caissed the heavy rearmament 
policles which are now bankrupting 
nations and keeping them  dange 
Jously polsed on the brink of a 
jeataelysm, Signor “Mussolini scoffs 
Jat the “Geneva {dols.” The idols 
have not been at fault, but thelr 
worshippers of whom Italy is theo- 
relically one. ‘There is no known 
way of enforcing logle on the mind 
lof a Dictator who is accustomed to 
Jargue his case ore rotundo as the 
mood directs him. Still, if Signor 
Mussolini be allowed to ‘change his 
mind regarding the League, it is 
surely not unfair to ask that Great 
JBritain and France should have 
equal freedom to be faithful to thelr 
Jconsidered policies. Much tolerance 
Ig_shown by those two nations in 
meeting the world’s fashionable 
Jadoption of a day-to-day programme. 
‘Tho manufacture of deals by mass- 
Jsuggestion 1s no doubt convenient 
tor the totalitarian state, but it 
involves the less up-to-date country, 
luke France, Great Britain or any 
other democracy, in a certain 
amount of bewilderment in the 
effort to keep pace with so fluld a 
mental condition, 


Signor Mussolin!’s speech makes a 
solid contribution to the removal of 
Anglo-Italian differences in an i 
portant respect which mitigates the 
shallowness of his other arguments. 
He seems to recognize the difeulty 
created by Italy's assumption of 
Empire over Abyssinia, French and 
[British opinion, with that of the 
bulk of world-democracies has not 
changed in assessment of that event, 
Indeed the frank revelations of 
Italian statesmen have done more 
than any statement at Geneva to 
confirm the accuracy of the view 
‘which has resisted recognition of the 
{fait accompli at Addis Ababa. Yet 
the falt accompli is there, By no 
stretch of the imagination can 
reversal of it be discerned in the 
immediate future. When Mr, Neville 
Chamberlain Indloates Great Brie 
tain’s desire to restore friendly 
relations with Italy he must be 
Jassumed to recognize that practical 
fact, Signor Mussolini suguests a 
way out and a Dictator's compromise 
is an event beyond ordinary signi 
ffcance. It is proposed that the 
‘League of Nations should affirm 
‘Abyssinin’s loss of sovereignty;—a 
self-evident fact the recognition. of 
which 1s not incompatible with the 
League's policy. Signor Mussolint's

"The origin of this survey was the

Chinese Banks Open 

All Chinese banks, including na-

The Central Bank of China came 
to the rescue of the shortage of ten 
cents or twenty cents coins by do 
livering large quantities of these 
supplies to exchange centres.

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FIRE WASTES EASTERN AREA 


Huge Blaze from Hongkew Creek to Wayside Area 
. Not Equalled by 1932 Chapei Holocaust

[JNEQUALLED even by Chapei's grest conflagration of 1832,

Hongkow Creek to Wayside. Flames were seen -to spring up in 
now places all yesterday afternoon and evening, and soon joined 
others to make tho area a blazing inferno intd. which it seemed 
that no human being could penetrate. 

Competent observers, watching the spectacular sceno from 
the roofs of high Settlanent buildings, were of tho opinion that 
the fire was confined to the eastern and north-eastern bank of the 
winding Hongkew Creek, no spread being noted in the crowded 


districts on its other shore. 


‘Theso districts include Whangpoo 


Road and its Consulates, the Hongkew market, and the normally 
populous Japanese residential and shopping area around Woosung, 


‘Haining and Chapoo Roads. 

*"Priday's big blaze, in and around 
the Nanyang’ Tobacco  godowns on 
Broadway, had died down a little 
Just night, and marked the eastern 
extent of the big fire. From this 
point westward m gap. in the flames 
Appeared, where it seemed possible 
that the’ buildings had escaped the 
‘general holocaust. 

Far down river from ‘The Bund, 
fa tremendous blaze suddenly it the 
whole sky around 10 pam. ‘Typtcally 
fn oll explosion, it was feared that 
the big tanks of the A.P.C. “installa 
ton on the Yangtszepoo side of the 
river, In the region of Point Island, 
had gone up. Up to a late hour 
this fire blazed brightly, 

‘On the Pootung shore’ across from 
‘The Bund, only the remnants of the 
Mackenzie godowh fire remained of 
ia terrific’ blazes which on Friday 
‘evening kept observers on the river} 
bunk spellbound, 

River Bank Untouched 


With the wind still holding steady 
from the south-east, the Hongkew 
and Wayside blazes ‘did not spread 
towards the river, ‘The nearest fire 
to the Whangpoo was one which op- 
peared to be just beyond Hongke 

Creek on Broadway. Japanese 
ported in the afternoon that “many 
Broadway rendezvous for seafaring 
men, such us the Skandia Cafe and 
the ‘rally Ho Bar, have gone up in 
‘the destruction, 

According to the same reports, 
FWday's big blaze started on the 
West at Chaufoong Road and extend- 
ed down Brosdway to Wayside, with 
whole blocks gutted. In some’ parts 
the destruction extended in trom, 
Brondway apparently for several 
blocks, Adding a macabre note to 
the already horrible affair, sniper’s 
bullets were flying out of the murky 
clouds of smoke, with answering 
‘Tapanese bursts of machine-gun fire. 

Wayside Devastation 

Another distelet almost completely 
devastated on Friday was around 
the Wayside Police ‘Station, The 
bulldings facing it from Seward Road 
to Broadway were all destroyed. ob- 
servers sald, while the toll of the 
fire extended from there parallel with 
‘Alcock Road virtually to the Settle- 
ment boundary. 

Many reports received yesterday 
pointed to a possibility that the Japan- 
ese forces were not only not attempt 
ing to check the flames, but were 
encouraging them, as the wind was 
blowing them in the face of the Chi- 
nese troops, It was also believed by 
some observers that buildings in 
Point Road were belng razed to clear 
the way for further fighting in that 
area, 

Striking rather closer to the heart 
of the Settlement was a fire reported 
to be in the block Immediately to the 
north of the New Asia Hotel, It was 
sald that this started before noon yes~ 
terday,

BRITISH MARINES IN 
WESTERN SECTOR 


Take Over Boundary 
Positions from Loyals 


‘Shanghai, Aug. 22. 

‘The Royal Marines and sailors trom 
WMS. Cumberland yesterday took 
over the defence of the western’ sec- 
tor along the Shanghal-Hangchow- 
Ningpo Hallway anda part of the 
‘Soochow Creek. ‘The marines and 
sallors manned the posts previously 
‘occupied by ‘The Loyal ‘ftogiment, 
Whose contingent was shifted for 
service elsewhere. The sailors, in 
white uniforms and wearing steel 
helmets, were seen along  Hunglao 
Road, while the marines were along 
Keswick Road as far north as Bre- 
nan Road, and along Brenan and 
Robison Roads up to the American 
sector. 

‘The strength landed by the Cum- 
berland consisted of two platoons of 
Royal Marines and two platoons of 
‘sailors, making a total of 120 men, 
‘The crulser itself was somewhere 
off the mouth of the Yangtsze River. 

‘A. representative of the “North- 
China Dally News” visited the Chi 
nese lines on Hungjao Road, west of 
the railway line, yesterday afternoon 
and ‘spoke to the oMlcers and men. 
‘They reported bombings by Jopan- 
ese planes yesterday morning west 
fof the railway, but said that no great 
damage had been caused, ‘They are 
Central Government troops of the 
45th Brigade, from Anhwel, and have 
been stationed along the railway line

evacuated without incident, but one 
of the nuns was already suffering 
from shell-shock. 

‘The Fire Brigade turned out from 
Central Station yesterday to Hongkew 
fo one of the iarge fires started by 
bembs.

Japanese Denial 

Japanese naval authorities yesterday 
emphatically denied that the shell 
that “hit the USS, Augusta, was 
fired from one of thelr gun 

In support of thelr contention that 
the fatal shell must have been 
Chinese, the Japanese naval authori 
ties cited three factors. These were 
ag follows: 

1—Aecording to American naval 
omcers, the shell hit the after well- 
deck from a high, angle, High-angle 
shells are either’ fred by | treneh= 
mortars or by anti-aircraft guns, 
Japanese naval guns hive a straight 
trajectory. 

2—Japanese “war vessels in port 
wore not firing thelr anti-aireratt 
guns at the hour the shell hit the 
‘Augusta as there wore no enemy craft 
in ‘the alr at that time, Japanese 
aireraft were flying over the Yau 
tszepoo district at that time, Japanese 
trench mortars are not belng fired in 
the direction of Pootung or Nantao, 
as they being used exclusively i 
operations along the Chapel and 
‘Yangtszepoo sector, 

—In contrast, Chinese guns have 
been constantly’ fired at Japanese 
warships in’ the Whangpoo from 
Nantao, Pootung and Chapel, 


‘Another Case 


Another high-angle shell hit the 
French Bund godown of the.

ARMOURED .CARS IN 
RESCUE EFFORT 


‘Two Exciting Trips Into the 
Hongkew Area 


‘Shanghai, Aug. 2. 


Foiled in a gallant rescue attempt 
in the dangerous Hongkew area, with 
shells bursting, snipers fully active, 
fand fires raging on all sides, two 
fears of the Armoured Car Company, 
S.C. returned to their billets in 
the Cathedral compound yesterday 
morning. ‘They had run the gauntlet 
Of Japanese and Chinese shells and 
‘bullets in order to try to-rescue two 
Swiss subjects who were trapped in 
Messrs. Hirsbrunner’s godown at the 
corner of Chaoufoong and Point 
Roads. Yesterday's attempt was 
their cecond, another hazardous trip 
Into the Hohgkew area having. be 
made the previous day. On both oc- 
easions it’ was found impossible to 
proceed any further than Tongshan 
Road. 

At 745 pm. on Friday, the 
Atinoured Car Company were’ asked 
to ‘provide two cars to escort M. 
Eulenne Lardy, Swiss Consul-Generai 
in Shanghai,’ {0 where the two 
foreigners were trapped. Two cars 
immediately went out to Hongkew 
Police Station, where they picked up 
the Swiss Consul-General. While 
trying te get through to Chaoufonng 
Road, the crews of the two armoured 
cars‘ noticed several fires raging 
furiously, notably that affecting the 
godown of Nanyang Brothers, ‘They 
passed a body of Japanese troops en 
{renched near Chaoufoong Rowe, and 
fring up the road ina northerly 














Fallen ‘Tram Wires

hat Municipal Counell. 

‘In the broadedst, the 
said: 

‘As rleé is the, principal food of} 
the three million Chinese residents 
in and around Shanghai, and fears 
hhave been expressed that supplies 
might run short, 0 few words out- 
Mining the actual’ position may be| 
‘welcome. 

Te may be said at onco that stocks| 
are plentiful, and that native rice is 
‘UI coming’ to Shanghal, 50. that 
there 1s no immediate danger of any| 
shortage, Nevertheless, the Council 
have pliced orders abroad for Jarge 
further supplies, and one shipment| 
Js due in tess than a week, with 
another to follow later. It’ is not 
the intention of the Council to 
engage in the rice business, These 
additional supplies have been pur- 
chased solely to guarantee a con- 
inual low of this essential food into 
the city, and they will be sold, with- 
‘out profit, to the regular rice ‘hong, 
rice shops and other existing tra 
organisations for distribution. In 
this way prices should be maintained 
at a reasonable level. 


Considerable Mice Stocks 

Reports have been received that| 
there are still considerable stocks 
of Chinese rice in godowns situated 
in the danger zones, and the Council 
wish it to be known that they have 
made arrangements for police, naval] 
or military protection under " which 
sueh stocks “may be moved to the 
Bund, Where necessary, (wo boats, 
Lighters and coolies will be provided 
to bring the rice across the river 
for quick transport to» various 
‘storage places in the International 
Sottloment. As soon as it is 
stored, the owners could take 
livery, after paying the cost of 
transport from. the danger — zone, 
Naturally, these charges. would be| 
based on’ the distanee which had to 
be traversed, but the Council assures 
all holders’ of bills of lading, 
godown warrant delivery orders and 
other documents that such charges 
‘Will not be more than the actual 
expense incurred, and certainly they 
‘will be much Jess than individual 
traders would have to pay if they 
endeavoured to organize such ser~ 
vices themselves. Tt Is therefore in 
the common interest that all own- 
ors of isolated rice stocks should 
call at Room G02_ or 610 of 
the Administration Building, Foo- 
chow Road, with their rice docu- 
monts so that proparations may bo 
made without delay for the transfer 
of their rice to the Settlement. As 
‘we have sald, the supplies of riee| 
fare assured, but willing co-opcration| 
of all partiés on the Hines. suggested 
will make the task of the Food Com= 
mittee much simpler, and ‘will be for} 
the benofit of all,

not give rise {o any anxioty at all

Chinese Claim Attempt Repulsed: Bands in Yangtszepoo || 
Quiet: Street Fighting Less 


Shanghal, Aug. 23. 

Apparently well authenticated re- 
ports that the Japanese had Janded 
in force somewhere off Woosung could 
not be confirmed’ last night.” From 
the neighbourhood came the news 
that the Japanere warships anchored 
off the mouth of the river had kept 
Up a heavy barrage “from midnight 
‘on Saturday until 8 am. yesterday, 
fring Into the terrain behind the 
Woosung forts, Whether troops had 
been landed under cover of this firw 
could not be learned. 

A Japanese embassy spokesman last 
night refused to confirm or deny the 
reports, He had nothing to say about 
them, Other Japanese sources were 
equally relivent. There was great 
‘activity among the Japanese naval 
Vessels in the harbour after sundown 
yesterday, The Idzumo again moved 
Gown river, and occasionally. shelled 
the Chinese. positions behind the 
‘eastern district. From the direction 
‘of the North Station came ashes 
Which showed that the Chinese 
howitzer batteries in that neigh- 
Bourhood were still active, 

Late last night a plane came over 
the Whangpoo at a great height. ‘The 

+ clear moonlight night gave little hope 
that it could do any good, and there 
was therefore considerable specula~ 
tion what it could be up to. It flew 
yound the river for nearly twenty 
minutes and then disappeared in the 
direction of Chenju. Tt was supposed 
to be a Japanese plane searching for 
the Chinese batteries in the neigh- 
bourhood of the North Station. 


Warships Nervous, 


Japanese warships in the harbour 
wore very nervous, apparently ex- 
pecting another atlack by Chinese 
Specdboats, The destroyer which has 
bbeen anchored opposite the mouth of 
the Soochow Creck, last night moved 
down river, and on’the slightest buzz 
‘of a motor’ boat, switched its seareh= 
Tights on and combed the river. 

Sniping and machine-gunning in 
the Broadway district was much loss 
than the night before. Against the 
Dackground of the blaze whieh has 
devastated large areas of the eastern 
istrict there ‘was little but smoul- 
dering ruins to be seen. Apparently 
the Japanese were taking no chances 
of surprise attacks from small vessels 
{tom the Soochow Creek, while the 
Chinese themselves wore busy 
clsowhore, 

Usually reliable reports stated that 
‘the Japanese had managed to land a 
division of men somewhere off Woo- 
ung. From nowhere could conftyma- 


tion of this report be obtained. 
Chinete sources admitted that an 
attempt to land had beon made, but 





they stated that the attempt had been 
repulsed, Foreign passengers on 
vessels which arrived at Woosung, 
yesterday stated that there were a 
Jarge number of Japanese ships close 
to the Woosung shore. ‘They saw no 
Janding operations, but admitted that 
it was quite possible that the ships 
might have approached close to the 
shore for some such purpose. 





Atlek Repulsed 

‘The Chinese forces, a communiqué 
issued at 1.30 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon declared, were” repulsed 
outside the Settlement boundaries at 





10.30 o'clock in. the morning. In

Chinese snipers, the spokesman as 
serted,

Early Morning Attack 

‘The attack which was expected

sniped' and machine-gunned parties

SHELLS FALL IN THE 
CENTRAL AREA 


Honan Road Bridge is Hit: 
Many Stray Bullets 


Shanghal, Aug, 23 
‘Three small high explosive shells 
fell in the International Settlement: 
yesterday morning, fortunately with 
dndury only to four poopie, |The 
uneasy’ night 
for people in the residential area in 
the vieinity of the British Consulate 
who hiad listened since the carly 
hours to the drone of rifle” bullets 
passing overhead or rattling on 
rooftops. 

At 545 am. two explosions sourided 
near the Honan Road bridge and big 
Duis of smoke rose above the Capitol 
‘Theatre. A third ” shell screamed 
overhead and burst in the top floor 
of a Chinese dwelling at 293 Hankow 
Road, between Honan Toad and 
Shantung Road—injuring four people. 

One of the shells hit clean in the 
contre of the bridge gouging a hole 
six inches deep and about two fect 
Tong in the soft tar about three yards 
fon the International Settlement sid 
of the barbed wire barrier, The 
amoge at the actual impact "point 
Was negligable bit the power of the 
high explosive charge was terrifle for 
a shell thought only to be a lf 
pom-pom type.

SWISS ADVENTURE IN 
YANGTSZEPOO 


Cross Over from Japanese to 
Chinese Lines 
‘Shanghai, Aug. 23. 
‘An adventure of two Swiss 
citizens into flaming Yangtszepoo to 
Feseue cargo from a godown in the 
Vieinity of Chaoutoong Rood ended 
sately yesterday. The two for 
whom a rescue party of armoured! 
‘care twice penetrated the district 
on’ Saturday but returned un- 
Successful. came back after cross 
Ing over ‘to the Chinese lines and 
walking back via Chenu. 

‘The “couple left for Yangtszepo0 
on Friday afternoon to inspect the 
condition” of cargo. stored in the 
godows. On Saturday, they had 
hot returned whereupon” Mf 
Blicnne Lardy, Swiss Consul-Gen. 
eral, and Mr.” G. Piffaretti, Vice- 
Consul, with two S.V.C. Armoured 
Cars, irled to rescue them after 
braving bombs, shells and serious 
fires which involved Yangtszep00 on 
Saturday. 

‘The Swiss couple, however. sought 
another way out. On Saturday, they 
eft the godown in which they had 
bbeen since the previous day, with 
bombs falling on every ‘side, and 
reached the Chinese lines. "There 
they saw a Chinese officer who re- 
ceived them kindly and after dark 
they walked all the way to the Civic 
Centre, “and thence to Chenju 
Yesterday morning they Teached the 
‘Settlement via Brenan Road. and 
Sessfield Park. 

‘The couple expressed the highest 
raise for the courteous manner in 
which they were treated, being given 
food and cigarettes and receiving 
general care. The Chinese troops 
explained that they had orders (0 
receive all foreigners in a friendly 
way.

GAOL EVACUATION 
HITS SNAG 


Reformatory Boys Halted 
Because of “Violation” 


Shanghai, Aug. 23 

‘The evacuation of the ‘majority of 
the more than 6,000 prisoners at the 
Ward Road Gaol started early yester- 
day afternoon, but struck a. snag. at 
‘about 4 o'clock when a procession of 
buses under armed guard was pre- 
vented from transferring the 160 r¢ 
formatory boys to south of the Soo- 
‘chow. Creek, 

‘The first lot of about 500 adult 
prisoners, including the foreigners 
‘were shifted and the Chinese handea 
‘over to the Shanghal-Woosung Gar- 
ison authorities in the Western 
Aistriet ‘without dimeulty. They pro- 
feoded to the Western boundary via 
Broadway, the Garden Bridge, Nan- 
King Road and Bubbling Well Road 
and were seen through the ;qates, 
Where they were received by the 
Chinese Police. ‘Their escort from 
the Gaol consisted of contingents of 
the Polige, the Russian Regiment, 
8.V.C, and the Armoured Car Com: 
pany," S.V.C, 


At about 4 pm, the second party 
consisting mainly’ of the boys. from 
the gaol reformatory, left Ward Road 
with a similar escort and proceeded 
long the same route, » Arrangement 
hhad been made, ‘because these 
inmates were ‘minors serving 
only for petty offences, to | hand 
them over’ to a Chinese benevolem 
organization in the Settlement 
for safekeeping in an , institution 
in Yunnan” Road. ‘The Japanese 
authorities, however, alleged thay 
this violated the ' agreement tc 
send all prisoners into western Chi- 
nese territory and refused to let the 
boys pass over the bridges. As a 
result the reformatory inmates had 
fo be returned to the goal and the 
buses came back into the Settlement 
empty. 

It is expected that a new agreement 
will “be concluded ‘whereby "the 
evacuation of the prisoners will be 
Fesumed to-day. The reason for 
shifting the majority of the: prison 
population is that the Gaol has been 
continually "shelled and seriously 
Gamaged with resultant heavy 1085. of 
life and limb among Its inmates. The 
female prisoners, all forelgners, were 
evacuated several days ago, while the 
Chinese females left the special gaol 
at the First District Court about two 
‘weeks ago.

Army Spokesman Reviews 
Nine Days’ Fighting 


‘Shanghai, Aug. 23. 

From the Civie Centre, Klangwan| 
‘and Chapel, west of the Shanghat- 
Woosung Railway line, — Chinese| 
forees have forced a wedge into the|

positions in the Settlement, Lieu 
tenant-General ‘Hsing Chen-nan told] 
ress representatives last night in| 
reviewing the progress of the Chi-| 
nese after nine days’ fighting.

‘prowess of the Chinese army, he sal 

‘The Kung Dah Mil and the Japan- 
ese Naval’ Landing arly “Head- 
‘quarters, the army spokesman said. 
are fortresses. The Kung Dah Mill 
was damaged by Chinese gunfire. but 
no atlempt was made to occupy it, 
‘Hongtkew has been the scene of severe 
fighting during the past few days. 
Here, the Japanese are desperately 
trying to check the Chinese advance. 
Agcording 10 the spokesman. Chinese 
vanguards did reach Wayside Wharf 
at an early hour on Friday morning. 
‘but this was later abandoned as it d 
not prove to be of military advantay 
to the Chinese in view of the preva 
ing elrcumstances, 

‘The spokesman’ expressed tho re- 
ret for belng unable to issue official 
communiqués to the press from time 
to time. This, he said, is because the 
Chinese want’ to give’ accurate news 
to the public “Sometimes the posi 
ions were not changed and there- 
fore no information could be given, 
he said. 

In conclusion, he said the military 
authorities have given specific orders 
to the men engaged in the present 
hostilities to give protection to for 
eign lives and properties. In this 
connection he mentioned’ the con- 
Aagrations in Hongkew. With the 
exception of one oF two whieh had 
eon started by shells or bombs 
which had sinee died down, the others, 
were ignited with the intention of 
checking the Chinese ‘advance, he 
concluded.

and fled in rickshaws or on foot. : 


One foreigner wos killed outright 
in the catastrophe and another dled 
in hospital several hours later, 

‘Klaus Eckert, aged 16 years, Ger- 
man, died Jn a'bus when struck by a 
fragment of the missile, 

‘The other fatality was Mr. Alfred 
Brunner, aged 30, Swiss, who was on 
his way’ home from work in a car 
with his father-in-law and mother- 
inslaw, Mr. and Mrs. E, Staudt. He 
‘was struck through one lung by steel 
‘and expired in the Country Hospital 
at about 10 p.m., a blood transfusion 
having failed to’ save his life. Mr. 
and Mrs, Staudt escaped injury, as 
id the Chinese driver of the ‘ear. 
Mr, Brunner, the representative of a 
chemleal firm in Basle, had been mar- 
ried only about, three months. ago.| 
He was a well-liked member of the| 
Swiss community, whose Consul

Injured foreigners were 
Anthony Billingham, American, a re 
presentative of the "New ' York 
‘Times," who was “seriously injured 
but’ Is expected to recover; a Mr. 
Zimmerman, Miss V. Glasser, Polish, 
‘and Miss Blanche Tenney, American,| 
all of whom were slightly injured. 

Killed was Sikh Constable 54, who 
was directing trae from the crow's 
nest at the intersection when the:

Eekert was the son of Mr. W. 
Eckert of the German Library in| 
Bubbling Well Road, and of “Mrs.

the awful spectacle disclosed as the 
smoke lifted. 

Carnage and Chaos 


It was the frightfulness of the 
Bund corner explosion duplicated in 
the heaps of mangled bodies but 
rendered infinitely more shocking be- 
eause of the piles of wreckage which 
covered: the strect and from whieh 
dreadful sounds came from the 
Wounded pinned beneath. Water 
cascaded from a burst water main 
high up in Sincere's, showered on the 
dead ond ran red in the gutters. For 
a hundred yards Nanking Road and 
the three side-streets converging on 
to the intersection were littered with 
glass from windows burst by con- 
cussion and shell splinters and here 
and there bodies lay in widening pools, 
‘of thelr own blood. 

‘The three lower floors of Sincere's 
and Wing On’s had taken the full 
force of steel and concussion and the 
full width of the huge show rooms 
were a confusion of blood-stained 
‘merchandise and fearsomely. mutilat- 
fed bodies. Dead in the instant of 
buying, assistants lay on one side 
of smashed counters and customers 
fon the other. 

‘People dazed and bleeding from 
slight injuries wandered about blind- 





























ly, not yet cognizant of thelr mira-} 


culous escapes. A young Chinese 
boy ran around, blood spurting from 
the side of his head. His left ear 
had ‘been taken off ‘as cleanly as 
‘by a surgeon's seapel. A Sikh police 
man lay riddied with wounds in the 
crow's nest from which he had been 
directing traMe and below was one 
of his fellows grievously hurt. 

Rescuers fought thelr way through 
wreckage to enter the Wing On 
building whose steel grilles had only 
been partly opened. Men with hand- 
erchiefs across their faces to stem 
the stench of fumes and blood work- 
ed with their arms and clothes drip- 
ping blood. ‘They Ustened for moans 
‘and frenziedly hurled debris aside to 
free vietims, oF else they shifted 
mounds of goods and uncovered 
bodies beyond. aid.

BUS IN EXPLOSION AREA 


Foreigners’ Narrow Escape 
in Nanking Road 


Shanghai, Aug. 24. 

‘A. graphic story of the explosion is 
told by a foreigner who was riding 
in a bus at the time. 

He told a. “North-Ching Daily 
News" reporter: 

“I was travelling on the No. 1 Bus 
about 1 o'clock, and. we were just 
passing Chekiang Road | when a 
Dlinding flash occurred, followed im- 
mediately by a terrifte explosion. 
‘The windows of the bus were shat- 
tered and the bus itself was severe- 
ly damaged. ‘The conductors bolted, 

“Two foreign ladies. were helped off 
the bus and managed to make thelr 
‘escape. Two Americans were seen 
to be badly shaken and were covered 
with blood but they did not seem to 
be more than badly hurt. 1, myself, 
escaped and found tater that Twas 
wearing the hat of one of the con- 
ductors. The bus driver behaved with 
great bravery and stuck to his post. 
After the first shock he actually 
managed to steer the bus into safety, 
under its own power. Dead bodies

1,000 Ib. Projectile Lands in 
U.S. Naval Godown, 


Shanghal, Avg, 24. 

‘A. huge projectile. which pierced 
three storeys of the U.S. naval godown 
behind the LC. Bullding in Szeehuien 
Road in the heart of the administra 
tive, centre. of the city yesterday at 
1 o'clock and fractured harmlessly on 
the conerete ground floor, was quick-

and British maval offers. Tt assum- 
ed. immense ‘proportions. In length 
{twas almost four feet; lis base meas 
tured some sixtgen inches" and the

Mie Prices 

‘There Is one other point which 
needs a little more airing. It will 
be remembered that last evening we 
referred to the fact that the dairies 
had a surplus supply of mille and that 
some of them had willingly offered 
{0 give this surplus to the hospitals. 
Notwithstanding’ this, It is reported 
that there isa movement on foot 
‘among a section of the Chinese dairy 
farmers to increase thelr prices. In 
the eireumstances, it Is unlikely’ that 
the movement will succeed, but we 
trust that this publicity will prevent 
any attempt at all to raise. prices 
from being made, The times arc 
abnormal. Tt is possible that some 
dairy farmers may have suffered 
losses, but who has mot? ‘That they 
should try to take advantage of ex- 
isting conditions In order to recoup 
thelr losses trom those who might 
find’ it dificult or impossible to go 
elsewhere for their supplies would be 
not only reprehensible but extremely 
bad ‘business, for undoubtedly such 
netion would be bitterly resented by 
the great majority of thelr own 
countrymen. 

It is reported that the Chinese 
Asiociations of coal merchants, fire 
‘wood and charcoal dealers. and coal 
briquette dealers have organised com= 
mitlees to regulate prices and pre- 
vent profiteering and it may, perhaps, 
bbe hoped that similar organizations 
will be established) in all other 
trades. 

‘As regards coal, arrangements have 
been made to take 150,000 tons to 
godowns and yards in the. Settlement, 
Several of the biggest dealers have 
promised to supply at prices ruling 
prior to the commencement of hos 
ilies, and the general opinion 
among merchants is that there is no 
justieation for any considerable ad- 
vance in cost to the consumers. 


Refugees 

‘As the public are aware, the pro- 
‘blem of dealing with the huge num 
der of refugees has eaused consider 
able anxiety. but it may fairly be 
sald now that progress is being slow= 
ly made (owards solution, A fow 
figures, although they cannot be ro- 
garded ax comprehensive, will give 
some dea of the work which ‘had 
to be done. By August 18, thirty 
camps had ‘been established ‘seeom= 
modating 38,088 refugees. Bach day 
the numbers inereased, On the 19th 
there were $8. camps with 42,026 re- 
Tugees, on the 20th, 77 camps, and 
fon the 21st inst, 80 camps in which 
considerably over 60.000 of these 
poor people were receiving attention, 
Now it is trusted that the numbers 
will gradually diminish, as ways and 
means are found of sending them to 
varlous country districts. 

Many of the refugees—it would 
perhaps be no exaggeration to say 
the. great majority of them—are not 
only’ under-nourished but ina: de- 
plorable state of health. ‘twelve 
Vaeeinators have been fully employ: 
ed and ointments and salves have 














Tugees have practically no personal 
‘belongings of any description not 
even an empty mateh box, so that 
‘even If they are given a litle oint- 
ment for thelr personal use they have 
no means of Keeping it in stock. 
‘The Medical Department would, 
therefore, be glad to receive as many 
empty match ‘boxes or similar small 
receptacles as can be provided, and. 
an earnest appeal is made to the 
publie for them. 

Tt may seem’ strange that empty 
mateh boxes should be useful as part 
fof the rellet work in dealing with 
the ‘refugee problem, ‘but strange 
conditions arise in China. and it with 
he a very definite and practical help 
It the doctors, when treating the 
patients, are able to hand to them a 
Box. containing a. little ointment 
whieh they can then use themselves. 
Of ‘course, other medical comforts 
and elothing of almost any descrip~ 
jon are required in great quantities 
and wilt be gratefully received by 
those who are direelly engaged on 
this humanitarian work. 














Publle Works 

‘The latest reports trom the Public 
Works state that all services con~ 
cerned with the collection of refuse, 
‘and the cleansing of streets and alley- 
ways are proceeding normally. 
There has been no accumulation of 
garbage. A considerable number of 
folls of barbed wire have been re~ 
‘moved from the Eastern distriet and 
stored where it will be easily ac- 
ccessible if required and further sand- 
bags have been ordered, bringing the 
total on ofder to 100,600 bags, In 
addition to looking after supplies of 
this kind, the versatile Public Works 
Department also managed to produce 
large Municipal Couneit lags when 
needed and provided those used by 
the two ships taking the refugees 
down the river yesterday. No less 
than 88 new drivers for P.W.D. trucks 
underwent the necessary tests over 
the week-end, 

Rice Again 

‘As rice 1s definitely the most im- 
portant article of food for the great 
roportion of the community no ex- 
use is needed for giving a few more 
fAgures outlining the position. It is 
estimated that the present population 
of the Seltlement and. the French 
Concession ig about 2% millions. 
Allowing 1 1b, of tice per head, a 
population of 2.250,000 will require 
2,250,000 1. or, say, 1,000 tons dally. 
Tk may, perhaps, be assumed that 25 
per cent, of the population will not 
Feceive this full amount of rice, and 
minimum requirements, therefore 
may be placed at 750 tons or 7.500 
bags daily. Stocks actually in the 
Settlement’ and the “French” Conces- 
sion are estimated to be 20,000 tons: 
‘oF 200,000 bags, which would give 
roughly a 2? days supply. In addi~ 
tion, amounts hoarded and in the rice 
ins of the fomitles would be about 
50 per cent. of the warehouse stocks: 
so {hat the total existing supply may 
be regarded as sufficient for forty 
days. These estimates are on a con 
servative basis. 

Tn order that necessary reserves 
‘may be maintained. orders have been 
laced in Saigon for Saigon rice and 
‘frst consignment is due shortly. 
‘Other shipments will follow, and 
‘questions of freight and cargo’ space 
fre being considered for still further 
Supplies should they be thought ne- 
essary. It was upon the basis of 
these figures ‘that the rice situation 
was reported to be satisfactory. 

Quieter Nig! 

Sunday night was quiet, or, rather. 
‘quiet compared with those conditions 
fo which we have grown accustomed. 
‘There was little fighting, but no| 
fewer than thirteen fires were ro- 
ported in the districts north of the 
‘Soochow Creek. By early this morn 
ing most of these fires had been re- 
duced in intensity, but, of course, it 
Is impossible to make ‘even a vague 
estimate of the damage done.

T suggest for the consideration of 
the “Committee of the Shanghai 
Stock Exchange, that it would. be 
entirely in keeping with the times to 
Institute an Emergency Measure. 
which would provide for the deposit 
fof at least twenty-five per cent. of 
Setual Script respecting every trans 
‘ection. Such measure to remain In 
{fore until the situation takes on a 
definite shape and a correct perspee- 
live of values arrived at. 

Tt seems to me that the Committee 
of the local ‘Stock Exchange owes, 
this "precaution to the investing 
public, upon whom’ its members 
Fely, in normal times, for thelr lives 
hood. 

If some such action is not taken, 
holders of what were, and we hope 
still are, sound securities and invest- 
ments, will be left to the tender 
mereies of the professional manipula 
tor. 

T should state that no reflection of 
any kind is intended on any member 
of the Stock Exchange for it will be 
obvious that anyone outside of this 
organization can indulge inthe 
pastime of selling something they do 
ot possess, in the hope of covering 
the commitment later by purchasing 
jat_a lower price. In normal times 
this procedure has attendant . risks, | 
but in the present atmosphere, the 
prices might be 
Sompeded must "be faced and 
emergency measures are definitely 
necessary If the majority is to receive 
any measure of protection by com- 
parison with a mere handful of 
‘manipulators to. whom any. benefit 
‘will acerue. 

Tt will be within the knowledge 
of all, members of the Stock 
Exchange, that there are many in 
/Shanghal, who rely for mere, exist~ 
fence, on meagre incomes derived 
from local investments. This is the 
‘compassionate side of the situation, 
but of far greater importance is the 
fect “that ‘merchants and ~ business 
organizations of every class are 
fiready. faced. with very severe 
losses ond the trading community. 
will have its hands more than full 
in extricating itself from the condition 
which has fallen upon it Ike an 
avalanche. The future of all trading 
concerns must remain extremely 
obscure. and is fraught ‘with all 
kinds of danger.

Beyond Hokou. we had to take, at! 
a small charge, a couple of Tibetan| 
‘guards armed against robbers. ‘The 
route led once more up a delightfully 
forested valley to the high, grassy 
‘Roma pass, the highest yet traversed. 
From here, for to the southwest the 
great snowy range between Litang 
und Batang could be seen. Two days, 
after Teaving Hokou the traveller 
Feaches the charming Hsiolo Valley. 
From here the main Litang route, 
leads: over a high pass, taking two 
days to reach that town, Robbers, 
though, were so. common in that. 
region that we were advised to take’ 
the small route that passes somewhat 
to the north of the pass. But frst it 
was necessary to obiain or rather, to 
x ‘Our.two guards for two| 
‘urther guards from the local Tu Se, 
of hereditary Tibetan chieftain at 
Heisolo, the latter being now in 
Chinese pay at a retaining fee of 
‘Ra_100 per_month, 

‘The Ty Se’s fortress was truly’ 
impressive. It was a great Tibetan. 
Bullding of stone and wood, with 
minute windows and flanked by 
numerous, but smaller replicas of 
those strange structures to be seen 
fat Peiping, looking for all the world 
Uke immenss bottles of Benedictine 
‘and known there as dagogas. Enter- 
ing the yate we crossed an untidy’ 
courtyard wild with those murderous 
‘Tibetan dogs that, like their Mongo- 
ian brethren, wiil tear your throat 
out if you venture on, “thelr own 
premises, and yet slink away wi 
Their talis between their legs when 
‘met on the street. ‘The next moment| 
We pasted through a doorway into, 
8 darkness truly Stygian through the 
animals’ qua:cers (these are always 
‘on the soundflow of a Tibetan house), 
then’ stumbled up rough | wooden 
stars to the second floor, here the 
wranory, and then up further steps: 
toa narrow landing overlooking a 
square central space open to the sky. 
Prom here we were ushered into a 
very’ large “hall whose root was 
supported) by immense pillars of 
spruce. 














Picturesque Tu Se 
Here it was very dark, in spite of 
the small windows, smoke-filled and 
Atfully lit by the Sames from a great| 
stove set against the outer wall. On 
the wooden partition walls on the 
inner side of the room rude figures 
were carved in the form of swastikas 
‘and ‘Along the —greater| 
Jength of the walls a continuous 
bench was placed, roughly upholster- 
ed, and in front of it was an equally 
long, narrow table, two feet high, 
fn which were, at intervals, depres- 
sions containing .shallow pans with 
charcoal fires burning’in them, These 
were used for keeping the tea hot, 
the latter being cooked at the big 
stove mentioned above, whilst op- 
posite this stove was another, equally 
big but not in use. On the low table 
were also numerous pil 
and butter for 
the fortress. ‘The 
and showed us to 
‘was a striking, tall 
some, and with long uncombed hair, 
‘dressed ina blulsh-purple ‘Tibetan 
‘cloak, high Tibetan boots and girdled 
by a'belt trom which the inevitable 
knife and tinder-pouch were hang~ 
ing. He had immense rings on his 
fingers with stones of red coral and 
pale blue turquoise; in his ears he 
‘wore rings equally’ big. In a land 
of polyandry ‘he had achieved the 
distinetion of three wives, and had 
no less than cight sons and twelve 
daughters living. 

We wore offered buttered tea and 
‘samba and meanwhile our interpre; 
ter, a Tibetan “muy simpatico,” 
offered him a present of a cloth- 
bound missionary text, printed in 
‘Tibetan and with endiess pictures, 
many in colour. With this he was 
undoubtedly delighted. I had put] 
my prismatic compass down on the 
table, and this he picked up in some 
curiosity; but not knowing how to 
‘open it set it down again. While 
this was going on, a whole erowd of 
shaggy haired, wlid looking ‘Tibetans 
was surrounding us, excitedly mur- 
muring among themselves and appar- 
‘ently fascinated by our peculiar ap- 
pearance, 

‘A moment later and we were grop- 
ing our way again through the smoke, 
past huge glimmering ladies of brass 
that hung in immense numbers on 
the wall, and so into the brilliance 
‘of the morning sunshine, the chief 
accompanying us to the very gate, 
‘smiling and indicating with his hand 
a stalwart guard of three,

Highest Town In the World 

Litang 4s reputed to be the highest 
town in the world after. T believe, 
La Paz in Bolivia. I'am hoping that 
‘my aneroid readings, when reduced, 
while give Litang pride of place. It 
Ties above an elongated plain several 
kilometres ‘broad, on the other side 
of which rise formerly ~ glaciated 
peaks of granite, one belng the con- 
Keal “Lama's Hat" The" essential 
part of Lilang is the great lamasery 
With its some 3,700 lamas and drabas, 
nd its great halls of worship with 
the golden roofs, ‘The town part of 
Litang consists of a wretched’ single 
line of Chinese-style hovels stretching 
from the lamasery down along a low 
ridge. 

Te would seem that the inhabitants, 
fo the mumnber of some 1750, throw 
their refuse out of their back doors, 
since the town is almost completely 
surrounded by garbage dumps over 
Which rule fierce dogs. ‘There ‘was! 
‘only one suitable spot for a tent and 
that was just below the yamen, and 
fall night ong, when it was not the 
terrine winds that would “suddenly 
arise and keep. one ‘up holding the 
tnt lest it be blown over, one was 
Kept awake by the hideous howling 
at these dogs. as they fought over 
their ordurp. ‘The “24th Army. is 
endeavouring’ to beauty” these piles 
of truly geological stratification by 
constructing walks and pleasunces 
upon them. "But one hat but to 
ako a. step across them to recognize 
the: whited sepulehre. 

“The most unpleasant experience, 
however, that we had'at Litang was 
to arrive back at dusk from an ex 
bausting climbing ‘expedition “fratly 
to find ‘ent and town under white 
shroud of hallstones. We prepared 
‘supper; it was to be a magnificent 
Stew. But before the pressure cook 
ex was up to steam the wind arose 
like'a ‘mad thing. Hall lashed down. 
‘The next moment the tent was blown, 
over. our ‘heads, and the hail, un 
checked to any extent by the’ thin 
‘atmosphere, stung like shot. Tt was 
by then quite dark. We endeavoured 
fo find shelter at a Tibetan ‘house, 
Dut this was closed for. the night, 
‘and nobody would let us‘in or even 
reply to us, probably due to fear of 
robbers. “Aiter some three-quarters 
an hour the storm ceased, and it 
was possible to fix up part. of the 
tent for the night—but ‘we had no 
supper. 

Irrelevant Excuses 

‘There was, difficulty here in ob- 
taining permission to go north trom 
here to Chanhua and Kontzu.” Ag a 
rule when a request is made that 
cannot be. granted, theofficial will 
‘ake all manner of polite but quite 
Ferelevant excuses. thet carry" no 
weight at, all, meaning thereby to 
indicate that the petitioner must 
recognize that permission cannot be 
‘given, “But that will never bluntly 
be stated. Our Litang. hstenchang 
started in this manner, and doubtless 
We worried him by our imporiunaey. 
But the cause of science was not 10 
‘be put off 80 lightly. 

‘Then came the amazing thing: 
doubtless, thoroughly exacerbated by’ 
months ot Litang's breathless altitude, 
ferce winds, dust and hall, the hslen 
chang discarded ‘his polite equivoea- 
Yon “and told the truth. ‘The Sze- 
chuen troops were practically power- 
less. ‘Between Litang and Kantzu 
ere the domains of two. powerful 
Tu Se's; if he sent a Chinese guard 
with “us, these ‘men ‘would be" shot 
by, the Tibetans, and probably our- 
selves og. well. Conditions were just 
a5 bad between Litang and Batang. 
Indeed there was a Chinese offeial 
walling to travel part of that road 
{one “who had, curiously ‘enough, 
actually been convicted of fraudulent 
‘appropriation of-funds, and who was 
eing ven a Second chanee—in Both 
sensés) to tako up his new position. 
But negotiations ad not been <com~ 
pleted with the Tibetans, and so he 
‘was unable to travel. 

‘The only part a ‘stenchang could 
prudently take was to play up to the 
Strongest of the local” ‘Tibetan Tu 
'Se's, and $0 enjoy” strictly limited, 
Indeed vicarious, ‘power. ven the 
hhead of the great" lamasery. could 
lve us no guarantee of a safe pass” 
age. ‘The only. thing ‘to do. was. 0 
Into toueh with tbe two FA Ses 

‘ask them to supply guards. This} 
‘they ‘would do. on pretty sift pays 
ment; in other ‘words, they ‘would 
demand a tribute, 

Since this was the only way out 
wwe took the suggestion and thie meant 
a considerable delay. Finally’ it was 
Gceided that we should pay 32 rupees 








us to guards from the Tu Se's, end 
the former, being. local men, would 
know all the local robbers nd tell 
‘them that we had paid our passage 
and were not to be molested, 

‘And so this was the meaning of 
Chinese Tibet! Tt" would be fairer 
to say “Szechuanjen” Tibet, for if 
once the Central Government troops 
take control, as I hear they were 
table to do for a short time following 
the chasing out of the Reds, doubt- 
ess the Chinese administration will 
no longer be powerless there. “Can 
you wonder,” a non-political official 
Asked us, “that local officials are cor= 
Frupt and powerless? All the funds for 
the improvement of Sikang go down 
the Szechuen drain on its way up 
here, Any day, moreover, moy sce 
the Central Government take over 
here. Without power and money, and 
the possibility of belng fired’ to~ 
morrow, what can a local magistrate. 
do but to-day to the most powerful 
of his oppositin and ‘pocket what 
ash he can?” 


Desire for Nanking Controt 
Hence the illegal taxes levied by 
the Szechten control, Even’ at Tar 
ehienla illegal ‘taxes are demanded, 
Sand: luggage {s searched no less than 
twice, at the Bast Gate and just be- 
fore reaching it, People. still speak 
‘of the excellent Central troops that

While: Walling for the negotiations 
to be put through we paid a visit 
to the great lamasery with its dingy 
thls of prayer, faded banners, weath- 
er-rotted prayer flags, golden roots 
find 3,700 Inmates lounging about in 
their red, dirty robes like so many 
falntiy loathsome. muscldae, As. is 
well-known, the lanias control Tibet 
and hold it'in a vise-iko grip. ‘They 
fare members of « religion that Je 
Grigin a philosophy of no mean merit 
Dut that’ has Been "mutilated," be- 
smirched “and indeed thoroughly 
metamorphosed by magic and super- 
stitign, and they are so, susplelous 
and conservative that they” make 
‘even the smallest degree of moderni- 
zation impossible. One. wonders it 
the Young Tbet arly of Lhasa will 
fever be successful as a ferment. But 
‘what Io the use.of a Teaven in poison 
us: dough? 

“The lamas are hated by the nomads 
‘ond ‘valley farmers, but an ‘assault 
fn the lamaseries by outsiders would 
undoughtedly prove that. blood is 
indeed: thicker than water, “An of 
cial deseribed their daily to me: in 
the morning, early, they pray and 
meditate, The rest’ of the day they 
‘spend idly sirollying about in litte 
sroups; buying and selling horses: 
Sarrying on banditry, and a banditry 
that thinks “nothing of murder if 
need be; and in ironically Mlustrating 
hhow tenuous the bonds ‘ot celibacy 
really are. Quite apart from "the 
dquasl-economie justification tor. poly~ 
dry, Tibetan immorality is of un-

(But how much more de- 
lightfully “and phonetically ‘one can 
bring out the nursery-like flavour of 
this word by eschewing Wade and 
spelling it: Foo Doo Doo) The great 
est thrill about this particular Foo 
Doo Doo was that he'is q re-incar= 
natlon of Buddha or, more precisely,

Vivid Seventy Years on China Coast

In my wanderings around the:

W. J Edwards is a real China hand, 
the ‘eldest son of the late James 
Edwards of the then Imperial Mari- 
ime Customs, he was born in Kiu- 
kiang on August 11, 1967. Yesterday 
marked his birthday, we all wish him, 
a day belated "Many happy returns.’ 
He was the first white male child to! 
be born in that Port, as his sister 
was the first female child, She has' 
been dead now many years but lett

on, ‘The British Consul at that time 
was Mr, Hastings, afterwards Sir 
Patriele Hastings, 

‘Telals of China's Fiest ‘Train 

Brought by his parents to Shang- 
thal in 1870, he was about one of the 
rst boys’ to attend St. Francis 
Xavier's College, which opened six 
years later. It was in that year 1876, 
that he rode in the frst train ever 
to run on rails on Chinese soll, when. 
‘the Chinese, with great pomp and 
ceremony, inaugurated the first rail 
service ftom Shanghai to Woosung.

General Grant was jintro- 
duced to his father, who in turn ine 
‘wodueed hig nine year old son, It 
is one of Edwards’ proudest recoilec- 
tions that General Grant shook hands 
with him and called him a “fine lad. 
‘That year was a momentous one for 
the lad and he re-called several 
‘other incidents and wondered if an 
other white man. was living whe 
could remember them. One unique 
event was when Captain Tipp or 
‘Tapp of the Consulate climbed the 
British Consulate flag-staft for a 
wager, to be given to charity. He 
talks ‘of another hatr raising sight. 
We was only 50 fect away, when the 
brother of the late ‘Sydenham 
Moutrie, of Moutrie & Co, taking 
part in a Fire Brigade procession be- 
fore General Grant, was disembowel: 
ed by the explosion of a tin of gun 
powder, ‘The top of the tin missed 
Edwards’ head by inches and im- 
bedded itself in a tree, in the British 
Consulate compound. 


River History 


‘After leaving school he was ap 
prenticed to Boyd & Co, to learn the 
engineering trade and whilst in their 
service helped to assemble the late 
Archibald Little's first steamer, a 
stern-wheeler, to run between ‘1 
chang and Chung-King. ‘This, vesset's 
engines were afterwards taken out 
end-put into the Chang-wo belongin, 
to Jardine, Matheson & Co,, engaged 
onthe run to T-chang. "He also 
helped to make and erect the first 
ftime-ball in the French Concession. 
From 1892 to 1916 he served in the 
Indo-China Navigation Co's steamers. 
mostly as Chief Engineer, being 
‘well known figure up and ‘down the| 
China coast, During the Great War 
he served. in the transport Horotat 
‘and was demobbed in Hongkeng, six 
niontks before the ship foundered 










keen cricketer, runner and rider, also| 
8 volunteer, being one of the oldest 
members of the now defunct Artillery 
Co, under the Inte Majors Barnes 
Dallas and Brodie Clarke. He was| 
‘umongst the frst of the bowlers, who 
initiated the game into the Far East 
about 1886, and winner here with 
‘Tom Wallace—who is still amongst 
us hale and hearty—of the frst 
bowls trophy. 

Tn 1900 he left Shangha! and went 
to live in Hongkong, residing there

Robinson, one of the original found- 
ers of the Kowloon Cricket Club, 
which started with a few  second- 
hand ‘borrowed bats from the Island 
clubs. “He was also one of the 
founders of the Kowloon Junior Golf 
Club, 

Salling Ship Days 


Mr. Edwards’ family history, as far’ 
as the Far East goes, actually dates 
back to the late Fifties, when his 
father came te Shanghai from In- 
dia. “His mother arrived in 1865, the 
trip from London to Shanghai taking 
six months, Mrs. Edwards who was 
born in Shanghai, is the eldest! 
daughter of the late Alfred Silver- 
thorne, who spent many years in the 
Far Bast, Like her husband she hay 
spent practically all her life in. 
‘Shanghai and Hongkong. ‘Their only 
daughter is the very popular wife of 
Claude W. Glover of the P.W.D. a 
well-known bowler and member’ of 
the Shanghai Lawn Bowls Club, 

Recently Mr. Edwards re-visited 
Kiukiong and took part in the most 
‘successful celebrations held there on 
Coronation Day, after a short stay 
at "Journeys End” in Lien-wa-tung, 
he made a trip to Hankow before 
relurning to Shanghai. 

‘Mr. Edwards hag seen five different 
bridges erected over the Soochow 
Creek from the Gardens to the Astor 
House corner, also three Hongkong, 
and Shanghai ‘Bank buildings erected, 
both here and in Hongkong. When 
asked what was his impression of 
the greatest change out East, he 
gave a reply that’ one can easily 
understand from a sea-faring man. 
“T consider that the greatest change 
that has taken place in my life time, 
hhas been the decline of the Chinese 
Navy and the unprecedented rise of 
the Japanese fleet. T have watched 
the Chinese Navy, as fine a fleet as 
you could wish for, when Admiral 
MeLure was its chief, decline to 
nothing, and the Japanese Navy. 
which then consisted of a few small 
vessels, rise from nothing to a world 
power." It is interesting to note that 
‘Admiral MeLure was at one time a 
Captain in the tndo China Steam 
Navigation Co's fleet. He succeded 
fn command of the Chinese Navy 
another old Hongkong resident, Ad- 
miral "Chinese" Lang, whose son, Lt. 
Commander Lang, retired from’ the 
Colony a little over a year ago. The 
decline of the Chinese Navy started 
from the date of Admiral Lang's re- 
tirement, said Mr. Edwards.

During all these years Mr. Edwards 
has only been twenty months out of 
the East and the only thing that Is 
bothering him now, is that he would 
like to know if there is another 
white man, of any nationality, who 
has a longer record. He also sug- 
fests that the old hands should get 
together and form an “Old. Timers” 
Club. I suppose the qualifications 
would be, age three score and ten 
‘or over and 50 years or over resi- 
donee, Wow!
